N A Proclamation for the prorogation of the Parliament, from the ſixteenth of 
Lunarie next comming, to the three and twentieth of the ſame moneth. 


IHereas the Kings moſtExcellent Maieſtie, for certaine great

RISES it Al ukecaſes hath becne heeretofo:e vſed andaccuſtomed : Yet notwith- 
ſtanding, his Highneſſe fo2 diuers good cauſes and conſiderations 

him moouing, and with the aduice of his Pꝛiuie Councell, hath thought good and neteſſarie to 
pꝛoꝛogue the ſaid Parliament, vntill the thꝛee and twentieth day of the ſame moneth of Janu⸗ 
arie next comming; And therekoze his Mateſtie by this his Pzoclamation , doth publiſh and 
notifie the fame to all the ſaid Pꝛelates, Noblemen, and States, and allo to all the ſaide 
Knights, Citizens, aud Burgeſſes, ſo that they oꝛ any of then are not bound oꝛ compelled to 
appeare the ſaid ſixteenth day of Januarie at the Citie afozeſatd, but that they and euery of them 
thereby are diſcharged thereof againſthisHighneſle : Willing neuertheleſſe, and charging and 
commanding all and euerythe ſaſdPzelates, Noblemen,and States, and all the ſaid Knights, 
Cittzens, and Burgeſſes, and all others to whom in this caſe it ſhall appertaine, that they and 
every of them doe perſonallp appeare, and be pꝛeſent at the ſaid thꝛee and twentieth day of Ja; 
nuary, at the Citie of Meſtminſter afoꝛeſaid, to Treate, Conſent, and Conclude vpon ſuch mat- 
ters, which in the ſaid Parliament then and there of the Common Countcell of the ſaid Realme 
(by Gods fauour) ſhallhappen tobe oꝛdained: And further his Highneſſe chargeth and com 
mandeth all Sheriffes, and other Officers appointed, toz,o2 concerning the choile of the ſald 
Knights, Cittzens, and Burgeſſes, that ihep and euery af them doe pꝛoteede, touching the 
choiſe of the ſame Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes, in ſuch loꝛt and oꝛder as ought to haue 
beene done, if the laid Parliament were not pꝛoꝛogued as afozeſaid: And further to keepe their 
Day of appearance, at the ſaid thꝛee and twentieth day of Januarie, at the Citie of yoeſtminſter 


afozeſaide, in all points as to them in this caſe appertaineth.
